Pupils help to give speeding drivers a lesson in road safety 


CHILDREN helped bolster 
Harlow’s thin blue line when 
they carried out speed checks 
on cars using the road outside 
their school. 

The group of pupils from St 
James Primary, in Paringdon 
Road, were monitoring 
drivers’ speeds on Tuesday as 
part of a scheme to teach both 
drivers and children about 
road safety. 

The exercise followed on from 
two weeks of lessons in which 
the pupils learned about 
dangers on the road. 

Motorists caught flouting the 
30mph limit were given the 
option of receiving penalty 
points and a fine or face a 
grilling from the youngsters 
about the dangers of speeding. 


Nine speeders were caught in 
just one hour. All chose to 
speak to the youngsters and 
answer their questions 
including how they would feel 
if they injured a person while 
speeding. 

PC Duncan Stapleton, who 
was in charge of the 
operation, said: “The drivers 
exceeding the limit by an 
excessive amount found 
themselves facing the normal 
charges, but those exceeding 
to a lesser extent were able to 
choose between the fine and 
the questions from the 
children. 

“The drivers tended to choose 
questions from the children as 
they believed it was an easy 
way out but it wasn’t.” 



Firm cleared of blame 
for school coach blaze 

A HARLOW coach firm has been cleared of 
blame over a fire which ripped through a 
coach while it was being used to carry pupils 
to school. 

Inspectors for the Vehicle Operating Standards 
Agency concluded the blaze on the SM 
Coaches vehicle was “not caused by any lack 
of maintenance on behalf of the bus company”. 
Some 48 children and the driver escaped 
uninjured when the bus taking them to the 
school in Bishop’s Stortford caught fire as it 
travelled along the A414 Stanstead Abbotts 
bypass on March 16 . 

Although the inspectors could not pinpoint the 
exact cause of the fire they said the company 
was not at fault. 

Hertfordshire County Council decided to 
remove SM Coaches, of Burnt Mill, from the 
route while it awaited the results of the VOS A 
inquiry. The firm will now be reinstated on the 
journey from Monday. 


Widow's distress 
at vile vandalism 


AN elderly widow has endured 
weeks of distress after claiming 
police have done little to find the 
culprit responsible for throwing 
human excrement into her garden. 

Betty Hicks (77) has been left shaken 
and upset by the vile attacks which have 
plagued her at her Foldcroft home for 
the past two months. 

She reported what was happening to 
police after the third incident. Officers who 
were sent to her home to investigate conclud¬ 
ed the faeces was of human origin. 

After a further four incidents she was sent 
a diary in which to record further attacks. 

But she now feels she has nowhere else to 
turn because police have so far refused to 
install cameras to catch the culprit in action.

“I just don’t know what to do,” a tearful 
Ms Hicks told the Star. “I am an elderly 
woman living on my own and have never 
done anything to upset anybody. 

“I would rather cross the street than have 
an argument but I feel I could be being 
helped more by the police. I am the victim 
and they don’t seem to be doing anything.” 

Ms Hicks said the incidents have occurred 
at roughly weekly intervals for the past seven 
weeks and involve a large amount of faeces. 

On some occasions it has landed on gar¬ 
den ornaments and her patio which she has 
then had to clean herself. 

“It is a filthy stink,” she said. “I feel like 
selling up and going because I am so terribly 


upset about it. 

“I have been here for 45 years and never 
had any trouble but it seems I can’t get much 
help with stopping this. 

“I would have thought the police would 
take a sample for testing or at least put cam¬ 
eras up. How else are they going to catch 
who is responsible? I could write a diary 
from now until Christmas but that isn’t going 
to get me anywhere.” 

A police spokeswoman said a community 
support officer had visited Ms Hicks several 
times regarding the incidents and house-to- 
house inquiries had been carried out. 

She added that officers would be keeping 
a close eye on the neighbourhood in an 
attempt to catch the person responsible. She 
also appealed for anyone with information 
about the incidents to contact Harlow police 
on 0300 333 4444.

TWO fearless fundraisers 
are taking their charity- 
driven efforts to the 
extreme by attempting to 
cycle 125 miles in a single 
day.

“I cycled from Cape Wrath to Dover 
about three years ago and raised

Dogs for the Blind in 1981 and it 
seemed a very worthwhile charity so 
I decided to support them again.” 
The pair intend to set off at 5.30pm 
on June 23 and hope to complete the 
route in 12-14 hours. 

“We will be taking regular comfort 
breaks but other than that we will 
not stop until we get to John 
O'Groats,” said Mr Ellis. “It is going 
to be tough to cover 125 miles in 
one day when you think about other 
challenges I have done where the 
maximum cycled is about 80 miles, 
but we have been training on the 
bikes every weekend and we are 
upping the distance so we can make 
it to the end.”

THE pressure on Harlow MP Bill 
Rammell to publish details of his 
expenses continued to mount this 
week after hundreds of people 
demanded he open himself up to 
public scrutiny. 

With MPs facing a public backlash 
over the expenses scandal which has 
rocked Parliament, several have already 
made public the money they have 
claimed by publishing receipts online. 

But Mr Rammell has yet to follow their 
lead, despite being urged to do so by his 
political rivals and more than 200 Star read¬ 
ers who agreed with our website poll which 
asked whether his receipts should be made 
available to view online. 

This week he repeated his intention to do 
so but said he was still waiting for them to be 
checked internally. 

In a written statement he said: “As I have 
said before I am frustrated that this process is 
taking so long. 

“However, all MPs have a legal duty to 
undertake considerable work in protecting the 
private details of staff and this involves exten¬ 
sive work going back through four years 
worth of personal and office receipts, and 
invoices. 

“The Parliamentary authorities have 
advised MPs to wait until all legal checks

further delay. Here are some of the 
responses:

have been undertaken before publishing their 
receipts online and I am complying with this.I 
have nothing to hide and will be fully 
accounting for my allowances when the 
authorities have finalised their work.” 

Back in March the Star reported that Mr 
Rammell, Minister of State in the Foreign and 
Commonwealth Office, had claimed a total of 
£114,220 between 2001 and 2008 to pay for 
furniture, food, energy bills, maintenance and 
mortgage costs on a second home in London, 
despite living less than 30 miles from 
Westminster. 

He said he has since stopped claiming the 


Additional Costs Allowance, even though he 
is entitled to do so. 

The results of the poll on the Star website 
showed 90 per cent of those taking part 
agreed he should publish his receipts early so 
his constituents could find out exactly how he 
had spent the money claimed. 

Conservative rival Robert Halfon said Mr 
Rammell’s stance was not acceptable. 

“As I have said before, I’m not suggesting 
he has done anything wrong but he should 
publish his expenses online and should have 
done so a long time ago. All shadow ministers 
have done it so why can’t he?”

As part of a contingency plan put in 
place by the school to cope, pupils in 
Years 7, 8 and 9 will also have to finish 
their school day early - meaning chil¬ 
dren who have already missed two days 
of schooling because of heavy snowfall 
in February will lose further valuable 
time in class. 

At previous elections Harlow 
Council, which is responsible for setting 
up polling stations across the district, 
has provided portable cabins to min¬ 
imise disruption to the school day. 

But this year it claims it cannot afford 
to provide external facilities. A 
spokesman said it was also concerned 
wheelchair users would struggle to 
access a portable cabin. 

“The council has limited funds made 
available to it by the Government for 
these elections and the funds won’t 
cover the use of a cabin,” he said. 

“We have no control over when elec¬ 
tions are called and we appreciate that 
this is not a good time for the school - 
however it is not within our power to 
change this.”

Sarah's loving 
her island life

A HARLOW woman is living her dream 
after becoming the first female to be 
employed as caretaker of a tiny island so 
remote it has no inhabitants. 

Sarah Harris (22), of East Park, has been 
employed as ornithological warden on the Calf of 
Man, a small island off the south west tip of the Isle 
of Man. 

She will stay on the island with a fellow warden 
until November, logging wildlife, ringing birds with 
leg tags, surveying colonies and looking after visi¬ 
tors, the environment and an observatory. 

“Being the first female warden doesn’t bother 
me,” she told the Star this week. “I know there have 
been female assistant wardens so I guess the pres¬ 
sure is off a bit, but I had better do a good job!” 

The tiny island measures one mile wide and one- 
and-a-half miles long and can only be accessed by 
boat depending on the weather conditions. 

Sarah and her colleague are living in a farmhouse 
with a limited water and electricity supply. They 
have no television or internet and, with all their food 
and gas delivered by sea, they have to keep fingers 
crossed the weather is good. 

Sarah, who is a keen bird ringer, managed to get 
the role through contacts at the Rye Meads ringing 
group, a volunteer organisation she has been 
involved with for nine years. 

Her degree in countryside conservation, which 
she studied at Aberystwyth University, has also 
played a big part in helping her cope with the job. 

“Harlow is very different from here,” she said. “I 
miss my family and friends but I definitely enjoy the 
tranquillity of the Calf of Man.”

The tears I shed for my little angel 


SIR, Many grandparents are being denied contact 
with their grandchildren through no fault of their 
own and are powerless to do anything to change 
the situation. 

When marriages end in divorce and families are 
divided, grandparents can often find themselves 
facing enforced estrangement from their 
grandchildren. Whatever the reason that causes 
the separation, the fact is that grandparents do 
not, at this time, have any legal right of contact 
and this causes great pain and heartache. 

I have been denied all contact with my only 
grandchild for the past year. My granddaughter 
is nearly two years old and my husband and I 
have been prevented from seeing her by my son 
and daughter in-law. 

We grew to love her with all our hearts and I 
used to call her my little angel. I have cried many 
tears for not being able to show her the love we 
have for her and for her being denied the right of 


having the love and support of her grandparents 
as she grows up. 

My son and daughter-in-law are Jehovah’s 
Witnesses and although I am also a member, I no 
longer attend their meetings. This is my only 
‘crime’ and my punishment is to be shut out of 
their lives. 

I have always loved my son dearly and always 
will, but I have to be able to make my own 
decisions with regard to religious matters. 
Consequently, even though my husband and I 
have only ever shown them love and kindness we 
have been ostracized from their lives and from 
the life of my granddaughter. We are not allowed 
to send gifts to her and my son has returned the 
ones that we had previously given. 

We hear much about human rights nowadays, the 
basic rights and freedoms to which all humans 
are entitled. Article 18 of the Universal 
Declaration of Human Rights states: “Everyone 


has the right to freedom of thought, conscience 
and religion; this right includes freedom to 
change his religious belief” while Article 20 says: 
“No one may be compelled to belong to an 
association.” 

Unfortunately, the organisation of Jehovah's 
Witnesses does not respect these basic human 
liberties. They compel their members to stay 
within their association by imposing a nearly 
intolerable cost for resigning their membership. 
The penalty for leaving is enforced shunning by 
family members and former friends. 

There is increasing hope that in the near future 
grandparents will be given the right to have 
contact with their grandchildren as the call for 
the law to he changed is gaining widespread 
political support and the voices are getting louder.

I 
don't think so 

SIR, As someone deeply involved in 
politics, I have been following every piece 
of news about the expenses scandal and, 
like most Harlow constituency voters, find 
it deeply depressing. 

As a Parliamentary candidate I get no 
wages or expenses from the taxpayer or the 
Conservative Party.

This is where 
central government collects rent 
money from local councils, including 
Harlow, but only gives a small 
proportion back to councils to spend 
on housing. 

It is estimated councils lose £1.7bn 
per year through this and Harlow 
Council is set to loose £12m this year. 
This is money that could have been 
spent on maintaining and building 
new council properties. 

The latter would help to kick-start the 
economy and provide affordable and 
accountable accommodation at a time 
when the level of repossessions is 
rapidly increasing and waiting lists 
for council accommodation increases. 
So, yes, we welcome the proposal but 
as well as giving us a smaller increase 
could we please have our money back 
from central government to invest in 
more council housing.

LIBERAL Democrat councillors 
have accused the town’s Conserv¬ 
ative-led administration of break¬ 
ing with tradition by refusing to 
appoint their party’s candidate as 
vice-chairman of Harlow Council. 

The Liberal Democrat group had 
expected Linda Pailing to take over the 
post from Labour’s Edna Stevens at 
Thursday’s full council meeting in accor¬ 
dance with a rotational system adopted 
by the authority in 2002. 

But in an unexpected U-turn before the 
start of the meeting, the Tories took a last- 
minute decision to stop rotating the role 
between parties and instead handed the post 
to Conservative councillor Sue Livings. 

The move incensed Liberal Democrat 
councillors, some of whom had already been 
criticised by outgoing chairman Tony Hall 
during his review of his year in office. 

Liberal Democrat group leader Chris 
Millington said afterwards: “I was very dis¬ 
appointed to learn that the Tories were plan¬ 
ning to renege on the agreement made 
between all parties to rotate the chairmanship 
every year. 

“Coupled with Tony Hall’s grossly unfair 
attacks on several of our members, it would

seem they’re willing to try anything that 
might undermine the Liberal Democrats now 
we have strengthened our position as the 
main opposition party. “ 

But council leader Andrew Johnson insist¬ 
ed there was never a tradition to break as the 
rotational system had only been put in place 
seven years ago when no single party had 
overall control of the authority. 

“When Labour had control of the council 
before that date there would always be a 
Labour chairman and vice-chairman,” he 
explained. 

“I think it’s incredibly ironic for the 
Liberal Democrats to complain about not 
holding a post certain members of their party 
have shown contempt for over the past year 
by turning up late for meetings or refusing to 
stand as a show of respect.” 



Harlow . ,

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Pair broke windows 
days before flat fire 


ONE of two teenagers accused of 
starting a fire in a flat which claimed 
the life of a young woman told police 
they had smashed the windows of the 
property a few days earlier as an act 
of revenge. 

A jury at Chelmsford Crown Court was 
read a statement by Carl Manton in which 
he said he was surprised his co-accused 
had not admitted the damage “because it 
was his idea”. 

Referring to Darren Satchwell - who occu¬ 
pied the flat at Sherwood House in Bush Fair, 
Harlow - Manton said: “I wanted to get him 
back for chasing me. I smashed the glass and my 
friend did the same. A few days later there was 
the fire in the flat.” 

Earlier, a woman walking in the area a few 
hours before the blaze in May 2005 said she 
heard “raised voices” and saw a waterlogged toi¬ 
let roll thrown from the flat which hit a man who 
was passing. 

Susan Dean told the court: “I could hear peo¬ 
ple’s raised voices but couldn't understand what 
was being said. As I got nearer to the block I saw 
something being thrown from the window - it 
was a waterlogged pink toilet roll - and it struck 
the shoulder of a bald headed man.” 

Kerry Youngs (24), who lived with her 
boyfriend Kevin Chappie in the flat above, died 
from smoke inhalation. Mr Chappie suffered 
permanent brain damage. 


Manton (18), of Longbanks, Harlow, and a 
17-year-old youth, who cannot be named for 
legal reasons, deny charges of murder, 
manslaughter and arson with intent to endanger 
life and being reckless as to whether life was 
endangered. 

A 40-year-old woman and a 37-year-old man 
deny committing acts tending or intending to 
pervert the course of justice by making a false 
statement about one of the boy’s whereabouts 
and a 15-year-old girl denies making a false 
statement. 

This week the jury heard evidence from a wit¬ 
ness who it was claimed had confessed to his 
father that he started the fire. 

Ambrose Jones admitted he had been at 
Sherwood House, on the day of the blaze and 
had been questioned by police eight times. 

Barrister Patricia Lynch asked him about a 
conversation he was alleged to have had with his 
father in a pub in which he was claimed to have 
said: “I’ve done something terribly wrong. I’ve 
set fire to the flats.” 

However, when that was put to him by police 
he had replied “no comment” and in court he 
told the jury: “I didn’t have a conversation with 
my dad.” 

Another witness, Jack Chambers (20), said 
he initially identified the 17-year-old defendant 
as having been at the scene and had been “con¬ 
fident” it was him. However, he said that when 
he saw CCTV footage he was no longer 100 
per cent sure it was the accused.

Jail for conman who 
pocketed deposits as 
part of property scam 


A CONVICTED fraudster who took 
part in a property scam in Old Harlow 
has been handed a 12-month jail sen¬ 
tence after pocketing almost £1,500 in 
deposits on a flat he never intended to 
let. 

Jason Knox (39), who is already 
serving a seven-year sentence for 
grievous bodily harm, conned £1,390 
out of would-be tenants replying to an 
advertisement he and another man had 
placed for a two-bedroom flat for rent 
in St Edmund’s Way. 

Stephen Rose, prosecuting at 
Chelmsford Crown Court, said Knox 
and his co-defendant - who is yet to 
stand trial - took a number of deposits 
dishonestly as they had no intention of 
letting the property. 

Although they gave receipts signed 
with false names, they were eventually 
traced after police received a number 
of complaints from victims of the scam 
trying to get their money back. 


Knox, of Spalding, had already 
pleaded guilty to three offences of false 
representation at Harlow Magistrates 
Court in May of last year before his 
case was committed to the crown court 
for sentence. 

The court was told Knox had a string 
of previous convictions for offences 
involving theft, fraud, firearms and 
violence. However, his barrister, 
Howard Jones, said he had not served 
longer than 12 months in prison prior 
to his current term for assault. 

Passing sentence on Friday, Reco¬ 
rder Michael Ashe QC imposed four 
months jail sentences for each of the 
three fraud charges to run concurrently 
with each other and with his seven-year 
term for GBH. 

There will be a separate confiscation 
hearing under the Proceeds of Crime 
Act to decide what will happen to 
£3,500 seized by police from Knox 
when he was arrested in April 2008.

Small rooms where they could

One couple who remember the 
playgound well are Stan and 
Shirley Neville, whose 
children played at the site.

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Hundreds stopped 
after police mount 
m-way safety drive 

HUNDREDS of motorists were stopped by 
police during a two-week operation to improve 
safety on the Ml 1 motorway and crack down on 
crime. 

The purge, led by Essex Police and Essex 
Casualty Reduction Board, saw nearly 2,000 
drivers pulled over for a variety of offences 
including speeding. 

The worst offender was clocked driving at a 
speed of 119mph.

Checks on whether vehicles had valid road 
tax resulted in 134 drivers having action taken 
against them. 

Sergeant Dan Barber, who led the operation, 
said: “The operation has been a huge success 
but the figures do demonstrate a worrying disre¬ 
gard of traffic legislation by some drivers. 

“Laws are in place to safeguard all road users 
and we will continue to deal strongly with the 
minority who ignore them.” 

Following the success of the operation, 
Sergeant Barber added that it would will be 
repeated regularly on the roads of west Essex.

TERMINATOR SALVATION 
certificate 12A 1h 54m 


MAN battles the machines once again 
in an all-guns-blazing reboot of the 
Terminator series which sows the 
seeds of a new trilogy charting John 
Connor’s rise to leader of the 
Resistance in the aftermath of 
Judgment Day. 

The fourth film is a very bleak affair, a 
colour-bleached war opus that pits the 
last vestiges of humanity against a fully- 
aware Skynet and its robotic foot 
soldiers. 

Director McG and his crew conjure an 
arresting and desolate vision of the 
near future. However, the script is as 
lifeless, clunky and mechanical as 
some of the killing machines, 
constructed by bolting together cliches 


and trite aphorisms that attempt to 
pass muster as dialogue. 

In post-apocalyptic 2018, John Connor 
(Christian Bale) leads the dwindling 
human race against Skynet and its 
relentless army of Terminators, flanked 
by his doctor wife Kate (Bryce Dallas 
Howard), second-in-command Barnes 
and feisty lieutenant Blair. 

Like the machines, Connor searches in 
vain for Kyle Reese (Anton Yelchin), 
the man who is destined to be sent 
back in time to protect his mother. 

On the decimated US West Coast, 
death-row prisoner Marcus Wright 
(Sam Worthington) crosses paths with 
Kyle and nine-year-old mute ward Star 
(Jadagrace Berry) during an attack by 
a T-600. They escape and gravitate 
towards John and his compatriots 
while Resistance leader General 
Ashdown (Michael Ironside) plots a 
daring attack which could cripple 
Skynet forever. 


Terminator Salvation plugs a few of 
the narrative holes from the first three 
films and explores the first wave of 
Skynet machines, while Arnold 
Schwarzenegger’s computer-generated 
likeness makes a cameo as one of the 
first T-800s to roll off the assembly line. 
Bale looks ill at ease amid the 
pyrotechnics. He delivers the lines with 
his usual bombast but we feel no bond 
with his character. 

Worthington at least gets beneath the 
synthetic skin of his pivotal player, a 
hybrid with a human brain and heart 
powering a metal exoskeleton 
exploring the inner conflict of an 
abomination torn between corporeal 
past and cybernetic future. 

“The battle has been won but the war 
rages on,” growls John at the end of 
the film, echoing the final words of 
Terminator 3: Rise Of The Machines. 
On this lacklustre evidence, he won’t 
be back.

The convertible 
version cranks up the cute factor a 
couple of notches, and it also has 
its roots in Fiat’s past as we’re told 
it pays homage to the original 500 
cabriolet of 1957. It’s better to think 
of the roof arrangement as a huge 
canvas sunroof rather than a full 
folding canopy. At the touch of a 
button, the entire centre section of 


the roof retracts into a 
concertinaed bundle just above the 
boot. The roof itself features a glass 
rear window and is available in a 
choice of colours. 

There’s a decent amount of room in 
the back. Some convertible cars 
twice the size of the little Fiat are 
stingier with the legroom for 
passengers in the back. 

Delicious design details drip from 
the interior. It’s like a tiny pearl, 
especially when the ivory finish is 
specified. There’s a very well- 
judged blend of retro chic and 
modern contemporary design, with 
circular head restraints and neat 
500 C badging on the Panda-sourced 
dashboard. Chrome-ringed vents 


and a fascia that can be specified in 
the same colour as the body are 
other highlights. 

The specification looks generous on 
Fiat’s part. The entry-level Pop 
models get the electrically-operated 
roof, air-con, remote central 
locking, a CD stereo with MP3 
compatibility, electric door mirrors 
and seven airbags. That’s a lot of 
kit for a sub-£12,000 convertible. 

The alternative trim level is the 
Lounge and these models add ESP 
stability control, front foglights, 
Bluetooth connectivity, climate 
control and rear parking sensors. 
The Lounge comes at a premium of 
£1,400. From launch, there’s a 
choice of 11 exterior colours and 


Fiat offers buyers a huge scope of 
optional extras to personalise their 
500 C. 

Predictably, the engines powering 
the diminutive 500 C turn in strong 
fuel economy and emissions 
figures. The diesel in particular 
will be a good choice for those 
looking to keep running costs 
under control. The Multijet diesel 
version will average over 65mpg, 
with the 1.2-litre petrol unit not far 
behind on around 50mpg. 

Fiat has taken further steps to boost 
the car’s environmental credentials 
with its Start&Stop technology and 
a clever system called eco:Drive. 
Bundled up with the Blue&Me 
Bluetooth telephone system on the 
Lounge models, ecoiDrive is a 
computer that monitors your 
driving style and offers tips on how 
you can improve your fuel economy. 
Fiat could have sold its 500 city car 
in large quantities on its cute retro 
looks alone and the cabriolet model 
is cuter still. It bodes well for a car 
that has unashamedly set out to 
become as much a trendy fashion 
accessory as a means of getting 
from A to B, but that’s not the best 
part. Even beneath the curves and 
the chrome, Fiat looks to have a 
cracking little convertible on its 
hands.
